In the more modern theaters 
the improvements and alterations re- 
quired will make it impossible,, the 
managers say, to operate at a profit. 


Without the galleries, it is claim- 


ed, no theater in Chicago 
can 
do 


more than pay expenses. The books 
of several managers, it is claimed, 
show that with the revenue from the 
top floor eliminated the receipts 
would fall below the expenses. The 
change of "rise" in the gallery seats, 
it is said, would mean a virtual re- 
construction of every theater in the 
city. 


PASS DRASTIC ORDINANCE. 


Chicago, Jan. 10.— The Chicago city 


council after a session lasting nearly 
nil night, has passed an amended the- 
ater building ordinance. Tho result 


is a much more stringent inensui 
than has been proposed by the specie 
committee on theaters. The ordinanc 
was adopted by a vote, of 47 to 8. A 
a session tonight the matter of whe 
the theaters shall be allowed to reope 
will be acted upon. 


The most important matters settle 


in the adopted ordinance are: 


In non-fire proof buildings thelow 


est bank of seats cannot be highe 
than the street level. 


In fire proof theaters they canno 


be more than twelve feet above thi 
level. 


No gallery seats can have a rise o 


moro than eighteen inches betweer 
rows of seats. 


Cross aisles must be provided fo 


every fifteen rows of seats on th 
ground floor and crcry nine TOTTS ii 
balconies or galleries. • These cros- 
aisles must run directly to exits. 


In the rear of all banks of seats 01 


all floors must be cross aisles loading 
directly to fire escapes or emergency 
exits. 


Other amendments, some to cure 


verbal mistakes, others to change tha 
ordinance in smaller particulars, were 
adopted, but the temper of the coun- 
cil was to make the measure moro 
stringent, and 
those which passed 


were all in that direction.

George Francis Train Dies at 


Advanced Age-What His 


Life Was Like. 


New York, Jan. 19.—George Fran- 


cis Train, wljo died late lost night at 
Mills' hotel No. 1, in Bleeker street, 
probably was one of the most pic- 
turesque figures in the history of 
America. Only a year ago, when he 
was then tseveiity-f oxir years old, he 
dictated the reminiscences of his ex- 
traordinary career and the result -was 
published in book form. Summarized 
in his own curious fashion, this con- 
tained the follo\ving information 
about his career: 


"Shipping clerk, IGj manager, 18j 


partner in Train & Co., 20, with an 
income of $10,000. 


"Established firm George Francis 


Train & Co., Melbourne, Australia, 
1853; agent White Star line, income 
$90,000. 
Started forty clippers to 


California in 1849. 
Built railroad 


connecting Erie with Ohio and Mis- 


sissippi. 


"Pioneered the first street railway 


in Europe, America, Australia and 
England. Built first Pacific railway 
1862-1869, through credit mobilier! 
Owned 5,000 lots in Omaha, worth 
$3,000,000. 
Been in fifteen 
jails 


without a crime." 


Mr. Train's parents, with several 


brothers and sisters, died at New 
Orleans from yellow fever and his 
childhood home was on his grand- 
mother's farm in Massachusetts. Not 
long after entering the Boston ship- 
ping -house founded by his cousin hs 
went abroad, and from that time on 
he wandered all over the globe. 


In 1S73 lie began ti career as lec- 


turer and agitator nnd held public 
debates with some of the ablest oro- 
trrs In the country. A few years 
ngo he made a trip around .the world 
ji sixty-six days, saying afterward 
that his psychic force enabled him to 
overcome all obstacles. 


When Mills hotel No. 1 was opened 


several years ago 'Mr. Train went 
.here to live and since then made it 
lis headquarters.

FORMOSA ABORIGINES.

consul to Formosa, has written' an 
account of a unique tribe living on a 
small Island adjacent to 
Formosa, 


who have a house for each season of 
the year—cold, wet and dry, says the 
National Geographic Magazine. Each 
family possesses a splendid walled 
and stone paved compound, wherein 
are three distinct (houses, attesting 
the cleverness of the natives and 
tueir desire to obtain the maximum 
of comfort. 
One house, built half 


under ground, is their winter resi- 
dence. For the warmer weather they 
iave a comfortable building^ elevated 
some feet above 'ground, uaid for pro- 
tection against the heat of the sum- 
mer they have a tower-like cdiflco, 
sufficiently elevated to oatch tihe cool 
sreeaes. These huts servo not only 
as habitations, (but also as 
work- 


shops and storehouses. In construc- 
tion a considerable amount of wood 


used as supports and crossbeams 


and for the inner floor, celling and 
walls of +,he two large huts. The ele- 
vated structure IB of wood, bamboo, 
and straw. A shelf projects 
level 


with the entrance and the inhabi- 
anta ore obliged to mount this and 
then crawl in on all fours, the door- 
way not being much larger than the 
entrance to a good-sized dog kennel. 


The room ia like a large flat box, 


some 7 by 8 feet,, and is ao low that 
one lying down can almost touch tha 
celling with uplifted hands; .but tho
